such a depaitment would bene-fit the country, or- 


ganized the Depaitment of Commeice and Labor, making 
its able Secretary, Mr George B Cortelyou, a member of 
his cabinet. The wisdom of this mo\ement has been dem-

onstrated, and the President has been heartily commended 
both for organizing the depaitment and for his wise selec- 
tion of its secretary

Mines and Mining the mieis mining engineers and the 
investing public would obtain fiom the depaitment reliable 
and authentic information in regard to every mining prop- 
osition in the country and thereby would be protected 
from the lelpntless giasp of the fake scheme'- The result 
of which would be that the fakers would be driven out of 
business and the investors would put their monev into 
the development of legitimate mining companies 


As a matter of business policy we, as a great mineral 


pioduclng nation should be extremely caieful to nourish 
and promote out mining inductry to its highest limit The 
impoi tance of mining reaches tzi beyond the rnteiests ot 
the miner, the railroad that transiports the- oie, the smel- 
ter that ueats it 
or the state In which it is mined Every 


ounce o£ mineral produced in our countiy is a direct bei- 
pfit to every tltteeh in the United States as it not only 
pnncnes us at home but also stiengthens our credit, and 
enlaiges our tiadp with foteign nations 


Hardly a da> passes while congress is in session that 


thp rnanufactuiing, commeicial and tianspot tation mtei - 
ests do not letelve special attention and favors in legard 
to the laws governing them But for 35 jeais the United 
States government has either o\prlooked 01 ignored the 
greatest source of its wealth Tor the real commercial and 
financial growth of our countiy claes from the aiscoveiy 
of gold m the State of California in 1849 Cettair'y H i<i 
not necessaty for us to mstiuct the intelligent American 
people ass the -value of theii great mining industries or of

• .Little "mite", boxes" for the recep- 
tion of pennies of benevolently in- 
clined, "people, ...may be seen conspic- 
uously displayed 
upon the 
counters 


of stores, hotels 
and 
other, public 


places io this city.'The Volunteers of 
America have taken this novel, but 
not new method, of securing funds for 
the prosecution of a'very commenda- 
ble work. 
• 


These little boxes have been used 


by charitable, organizations the coun- 
try over, arid have proven a very ma- 
terial source of revenue. Each month a 
harvest of small coin is taken from 
them and devoted .to. the aleviation of 
the condition of the poor. While the 
individual contribution's in these boxes 
is in nearly every case small, the ag- 
gregate totals a substantial sum. The 
Volunteers of. America 
in selecting 


this . means, of securing funds, have 
followed the plan adopted in the cen- 
ters of population. by the child saving 
societies. It is a remarkable fact that 
the work of , child rescue and 
relief 


as followed by the Smo9t effective or- 
ganizations, ia in many cases, . sup- 
ported very largely .by the contribu- 
tions taken from the "mite boxas" 
scattered 
about 
in . public 
places. 


Thousands of children are annually 
rescued from a life of .poverty and 
degredation from the 
money 
which 


ia . dropped 
into, these , little 
boxes 


by 
he many who are charitably dis- 


posed.. 


Reno' is not the only'point wliere 


the Volunteers of America have taken 
this plan to replenish their charitable 
exchequer. In many of the large cities 
these boxes may be seen and while 
the average amount placed hrough the 
little slot each month does not exceed 
a few dollars, the aggregate of a large 
number of boxes is a goodly sum. . 


It frequently happens that a large 


contribution finds its way into these 
boxes. A five, and even a ten dollar 
g-old piece is ofen taken from .beneath 
the little iron coveri when the monthly 
collection is made, the gift of a person 
to whom the theory of public charity 
appeals, but whose pocket book would 
probably not .be reached through any, 
oner agency. 


The woi-k of the 
Volunteers. 
of 


America is world wide. It extends to 
the most remote parts of the country 
and has to Ao with the lower strata 
of society. Annually 
thousands- 
of 


women are reclaimed from a life of 
sin to that of usefulness, and through 
the number of votaries of the society 
humanity in the great congested cen- 
ters of population is elevated to a 
higher plane.

its branch in Reno, is engaged in what 
is in every respect a laudable work. 
Since the "mite 
boxes" 
were

placed upon the counters of the stores 
in this city, they have aided in a sub- 
stantial way the ^giving of financial 
assistance to the work here. 


At the present time the Volunteers 


are diverting the money received from 
the boxes into a home building fund, 
which will be augmented with moneys 
raised from other sources to build a 
structure to . be . devoted to the work 
of the Volunteers in this city.
